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The Applicants argue on page 1 1 of the remarks filed 1 1/6/2006 that the Krychniak reference fails to disclose at least the element of 
"whereby the aggregated data values are obtained by performing a read operation on the additioinal entity" as recited in part of step (c) of 
claim 1 . The Examiner maintains that this is taught by Krychniak at least in col. 2 lines 1 1-28 as stated in the previous action. 
Specifically, as this limitation reads the aggregated data values (values in the fact table) are indeed obtained while being read from the 
query of lines 17-23 in column 2. Krychniak also expressly discloses this limitation when it is stated that data is extracted from the fact 
tables (col. 1 lines 35-37). 

As far as limitaion (b), Krychniak still teaches "providing an additional entity in the said database for said at least one set of linked entities" 
at least in figure 1. Therein, it can be seen that the fact table (the provided additional entity) stores key values from each dimension table 
(which is the same as a set of linked entities). Even more, Krychniak addresses the Applicant's underlying concept of avoiding the use of 
a join operation (Applicant's remarks at page 10) at least by figure 4 (i.e. without joins query) and col. 4 lines 3-10 wherein a "without" 
query reads keys from a single [fact] table. 

Furthermore the newly added limitations of determining the initial read/write ratio... and comparing said initial read/write ratio of said 
database to a critical read/write ratio (of claim 4) would require further search and/or consideration. 
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
